Interesting comments on using HC-49 crystals in tube circuits. Since these 
computer crystals are so cheap at less than a $ it is worth experimenting 
with them. My tube TX article in the latest QQ was designed to use any 
available crystal and was so equipped with clips instead of a socket to make 
it easy. To check into the Tuesday night NoGa net on 3686.4 khz I use a 
HC-49 crystal with no problem. In fact due to occasional QRM it was 
determined that some way of varying the frequency would be nice. In my 1956 
novice station I used a modified FT-243 surplus crystal fitted with a screw 
and a flexible plate. This worked but the further away I moved it the more 
chirp I had. I still have this crystal but consider it a relic. My past 
experience with VXO's have left me cold too because of frequency jumps and 
chirps as you veer off frequency. 


My latest attempt to move crystal frequencies seems to work perfectly. 

What I used with the NoGa Twin Tube 80 is to open the ground lead of the 
crystal and insert a box between the crystal and ground. The box has two 
leads and a 10 point rotary switch. Position one is a short resulting in 
straight crystal operation. As the switch is rotated inductance is added in 
series with the ground lead of the crystal starting with 20 uh and then in 
10 uh steps up to 100 uh. This gave me a chance to use my junk box chokes 
by putting them in series to get the value needed by each switch position. 
In use I selected a SERIES mode 3686.4 HC-49 computer crystal which in this 
parallel circuit oscillates about 1 khz high. Now with the box previously 
described I find that each switch step moves the frequency down by about 200 
cycles. So now I am never more than 200 cycles from that chosen by NCS. 
HC-49's work perfect in this mode but some FT-243 resists moving much if at 
all. 


Now with my 6AG7 - 807 SKN TX I have tried HC-49's too but you can tell they 
are heating by the rise in frequency. Putting a 10 ohm resistor in series 
with the crystal seems to remove this temp rise and according to AC5AM does 


wonders in removing chirp from these tube rigs. My inductor box described 
above also works with this rig too and when any inductor is used the heating 
seems to not happen and the HC-49 is stable there too. I enjoy popping 
components from time to time just to see what they will take but have not 
lost an HC-49 crystal yet.

Hi All, 

Well, after all the rumors, speculation and hoopla it 
is fish or cut bait time. I have the FT-817 up and 
running on 20 meters on CW and SSB so far. The 
reports received were very encouraging. The radio 
operates as specified with the only exception I have 
seen so far is the CW delay time. The menu indicates 
that is can be delayed from 10 - 500ms, however I can 
set the delay to over 1000ms. The receiver is stable 
and there is plenty of audio from the small speaker 
and it is quite easy to listen to on both CW and SSB. 
Most of the features are menu driven as you might 
expect from a tiny radio. I think once you set the 
various items to your liking much of the button 
pushing will be set to a minimum. For those 
interested in Satellite work, the manual states 
clearly it does not do full duplex. There is 
sufficient memory space for programmed operation of 
LEO's. The passband tuning and rit are easily 
operated and do a respectable job in cancelling out 
adjacent signals but the CW filter, I think, is going 
to be a must when band conditions become crowded or 
when we are our fox hunting! I have ordered one. 
There will be much more to comment on of course. The 
radio is fun to operate and is extremely light and 
compact for all the features included. As an 
owner/builder of both the K2 and the K1 comparisons 
will surely be extracted. The receive filtering of 
the K2 compared to the FT-817 is better. I'll reserve 


how much until I install the Collins Cw filter on the 
FT-817. The audio on the Yaesu is on a par with the 

K1, nice and loud. I haven't tried split operation or 

dual watch on this radio yet. It will be interesting 

to see if that will be a button pushing affair or not. 
Reading the manual it seems as though it has been 

well designed for easy access. 

That's all for now...time for dinner.

There is a middle road which I follow, partly due to the Senior Moment 
Syndrome that afflicts us all sooner or later. That is to simply make 
brief notes about what is being sent to me and which I might want to 
respond to. Much of the time, I find that I just cannot write fast 
enough to yield readable script on the paper. 


When I first started out in 1946, I could barely do 13 wpm, but with my 
brand new Class B ticket I leaped into the 20-meter CW crowd with my 
Speed-X hand key and my 20 watt 807 rig and did what I could do. Lots of 
the old timers and returning vet CW ops were patient with me and that 
helped a lot. Within 3 months I was running a bug and could comfortably 
QSO at 25-30 wom. After I once got on the air, I never again worked with 
my code oscillator. No computers to listen to in those days! <i 


In the early days, I would copy every character I received. As I 
progressed, I found that I was writing down less and less and doing more 
"head copy." Finally I got to the point that it was uncomfortable to try 
to write as fast as I was copying, so I automatically resorted to the 
brief notes method. 


I must agree with Bruce on the realities of learning to handle code in 
the real world. Since my only source of non-aixr CW in those days was 
what I would send to myself on the code oscillator, I cannot comment on 
other approaches. But, I tend to doubt that copying clean computer-sent 
code with its intrinsically correct spacing, etc. is of all that much 
value to one attempting to build code speed at the lower end of the 
ladder. The group trying to move from 50 wpm to 60 wpm would probably 
benefit more than the newcomer seeking 10 wom from a 5 wpm starting 
place.

Joel, many may respond to this from different perspectives. I agree with 
much of what you recommend. In fact, to get to the bottom line, all the 
Fox really xneeds* to do is to send the Hound call a couple of times 
then QRZ for the next one. That is essentially what happens in any CW DX 
pileup. Sending the RST is even canned into the memory keyer, so sending 
that serves no real purpose.

We 
even have contest-oriented "teams" which participate and compare scores. 
I belong proudly to such a team and do my best at every Hunt. 


So, I don't know where I come down on this. It is purely a waste of time 
for everybody to be sending a lot of stuff that is either known 
beforehand by all parties or is ignored. But, in the spirit of each 
contact being somewhat like a real QSO contact, perhaps we should 
continue to "waste time" even if we reduce the number of potential 
contacts.

Tom, a :few KHz" is too far off the Fox frequency. Most tune no more 
than 1 or occasionally 2 KHz, but more often than not, they are 
listening within 500-800 Hz of their own frequency, especially on nights 
like this where Dan was not getting much trade. 


The old trick of trying to hear the station being worked about getting 
on or near that frequency is a good place to start.

Ron N4ROA was best copy from VA to NM on my horizontal 80 meter 
vee. He was 539 most of the time with QSB. I called him on and off his 
frequency and tail-ended guys he had just worked and Ron just didn't hear 
me. Several times I switched to my vertical but copy was a lot worse with 
that antenna. 


I got tired of calling. Tim, K50I was there so we started giving 
Ron the Fox a one-two punch. First Tim and then me or vera visa. Didn't 
work. So about 0245 I decided to try the vertical. I really could not copy 
the Fox on the vertical but I had all the poop so all I needed was the 
rst. 


I called Ron once with the vertical up 3/4 KHz and he heard me and 
we exchanged numbers. Tim, who has a vertical that is laying horizontal at 
the moment, did get through but sometime later when conditions got better. 


Having done some small signal VHF work with a 15 element yagi I 
could physically move from horizontal to vertical polarity I saw the noise 
level raise 3 s units (18 DB) when I went vertical. For this reason ALL 
small signal VHF work is done horizontal. 


The bottom line is this: You need at least 2 antenna's to hunt a 


Fox. You need a horizontal antenna for receive and a vertical installed 
proper for transmit. The vertical must have a 2-1 SWR and the feedpoint 
impedance must be around 35 ohms at antenna resonance. If you get a 
perfect 50 ohm match add more radials. I have 3 tuned radials that are on 
the flat roof of my house. The vertical has a low angle of radiation, and 
if the vertical is installed right you get nearly all 5 watts radiated. 
The signal to Ron the Fox went from very weak to 549 on the vertical. 


Tim has a Gap radial (mine is a butternut) that we will put up 


just as soon as it snows here. We have a proven theory that the antenna 
works inversly with the nasty-ness of the weather it is installed in.

I don't know if I passed this info on to the list or not. I got a lot of 
advice from folks on this list as well as the AMSAT list so I owe it toa 
lot of folks. 


The Ten-Tec 1210 2 meter to 10 meter transverter accepts from 4 to 20 watts 
from a 10 meter radio like a HTX-10 or HTX-100 and outputs up to 10 watts on 
2 meters SSB. The HTX-100 has a 5 watt output setting with SSB and CW AND 
they can be had at a pretty good price, 


The HTX-10 (10 meter SSB, FM, AM - no CW outputs 25 watts) has a small 
potentiometer inside marked RV-14 that seems to reduce the power output when 
turned counter clockwise. Turning the mike gain knob on the front also 
seemed to reduce the output of the HTX-10. I am keeping it in the straight 
up position (halfway) right now. 


With the transverter and the radio connected I have talked to a couple of 
hams and felt no heat either from the transverter or the radio. Neither 
felt warm at all. The transverter was open at the time and I felt the 
components with bare fingers (expecting an OUUIIIEEE) but no heat. 


As soon as I can get with a friend to align the transverter and adjust it 
with a wattmeter it will be road ready. Already experienced 2m sideband at 
somewhat less than 10 watts and if that is good for 2m QRP then I will have 
fun. Communications to me is magic anyway and doing it at less than 10 
watts SSB or 5 watts CW is pure magic. 


The Ten-Tec 1210 was easy to build and if anyone wants any long distance 
advice or help just holler. In fact if you can't build the kit you can send 
it to me and I'll put it together .... Just email me and we'll talk. It 
will cost you nothing. 


On to more stuff .... gotta HW-7 to get working and code speed to work on. 
Thanks again to all the folks on this list who have contributed advice and 


encouragement.

Everything has to be a compromise, of course, but "your Committee" did very 
deliberately try to get back to the nature of the original foxhunts as much as 
possible. 


The original hunts were indeed set up as a contest, and there were even prizes! 
(that's one aspect that went full cycle-- we had prizes in the summer hunt but 
not in the winter one). 


At some point I hope to produce a history of the hunts, and also a "record 
book," for the web site, but one reason we committee guys got involved and did 
the summer thing was that the hunts were moving away from the original spirit 
and intentions and we (all of us foxes and hounds ourselves) wanted to get it 
back on track. 


The basic intention is for a hound to work as many foxes as he can over the 
season, and for each fox to work as many hounds as he can. So it definitely is 
a competitive event, and always has been. And yes the hunt (and mine as 
particular) is going to resemble a typical DXpedition, but in practice that is 
the only way it can work if there is to be a reasonable prospect of working 
everybody. 


The exchange of report, QTH, name, and power is technically important as proof 
that an actual exchange took place. To me anyhow. Obviously I will be taking 
some shortcuts as the fox, but exchanging the name in particular adds quite a 
bit to the whole thing. I personally don't regard an exchange of 599 with a DX 
station to be a QSO, even if it qualifies for the wallpaper. To me those are 
just proof that a real QSO would have been possible, and that's my approach to 
the foxhunts, too. 


To the extent that we have conflicting goals in the foxhunt (friendly "QSO" vs 
maximum number of pelts) the latter sort of has to take precedence, because the 
fox is more or less "obliged" to work as many hounds as he can. I know I would 
feel badly if there were still a lot of hounds calling at the end and I had 
blown my opportunity to work them because I was long-winded with the ones I did 
work. For me the most fun in being a fox is the challenge of figuring out how 
to keep it going, adapting to the changes in the condtions and the nature of 
the pileup. As a hound it's usually the challenge of figuring out how the fox 


is working. But when all is said and done, it is always fun, even if I fail to 
get a pelt, and if it weren't fun I'd stop doing it!

Well, here's the summary (thanks to the dozen or so of you who responded) : 


1. This polyimide flexible stuff is pretty much impervious to solvents -- 
-there is no "melt away the orange and leave the wire". It's pretty 
impervious to heat, as well. 


2. In some cases, depending on whether it's all one layer, or possibly a 
sandwich of layers, it may be possible to peel back an outside layer with a 
very sharp, new-blade exacto knife. You risk doing significantly more damage 
in the process, though. 


3. Most recommended just bypassing the open with another wire, attached at 
the ends of the ribbon, rather than trying to manipulate the open on the 
ribbon. In my case, one end of this 50+/- wire cable (0.5mm wire pitch, at 
least) is soldered, the other is placed in a compression socket. A little 
trickier to bridge... 


So, what did Bill do? 


1. Called Yaesu. As much as I'm not enthused about trying to solder a 50 
conductor ribbon (at 15 to 20 pads per inch) to the edge of a board. I 
ordered a new one (this is for a FT-5100, btw). "No, I don't need another 
FT-100 knob. All set, thanks. A ribbon for a FT-5100. They're $5? Send me 
two." ...just in case I screw up. "oh, yeah, send me a half a dozen of those 
pesky display bulbs, too." (if you have ever owned a Yaesu FT-5100 or 5200, 
you get the last joke). 


2. Loaded a polishing bit on my Dremel. Very carefully started polishing 
down the polyimide. 


3. Went too far. Really, really tried to be careful. Went too far. damn. Now 
it's more of a gap than a break. 


4. Stared at it for a while. You got the one next to it, too, dummy. Tried 
to pull copper molecules out of the air and perform alchemy where my eyes 
are focused to magically form a new copper trace on the polyimide. Left 
Superman cape at work. damn. 


5. Stare at the soldered end of the 50 wire ribbon. Sigh.

Sam used the RX and TX portions of the Sierra for this feat and the signal 
in the headphones was as good as the ICOM with no RF preamp. 


Bob and Sam are both North Georgia QRP club members and just recently 
published an AFA article in the ARCI QQ related to the GA. Sierra. 
Unfortunately the AFA will only read up to about 32 mHz so the internal AFA 
was NOT used to determine the frequency for the test. Sam's ICOM served the 
purpose. 


BTW the GA Sierra is an ARRL handbook template based Norcal Sierra MODed 
with a 4.000 mHz IF and varactor VFO tuning orignally presented by Mike 
Branca W3IRZ, another NOGA member. This 4.000 mHz IF enabled us to use a 
cheap pre-mix xtal to get the 50 mHz output.(ie. a 40.32mHz HC-49 from 
Digi-key ). We use a 3rd overtone inductor MOD on the pre-mix osc for use 
with the 3rd OT xtals used on 10meters and 6meters with the GA. Sierra.
